Relatives of Hagon Smaltz, aged 
thirty -nine y ears, who lived east of 
Crothersville in Scott county , were at 
the Pennsy lvania passenger station at 
Scottsburg this morning to greet him 
upon his arrival from Denver, Colo., 
where he spent a month in hope of 
improving his health. 
But when the 
train stopped at the station, Omer 
Smaltz, n brother, stepped from a 
coach and informed the waiting group 
that his brother had died enroute 
and that the body has been taken 
from the train at Crothersville. 
Smaltz had been 
suffering from 
acute tuberculosis for pome time and 
about a month ago went to Denver 
thinking that the altitude there might 
be beneficial. 
He continued to grow 
worse, however, and 
the phy sician 
there told him that he could not live 
long. 
He desired to return home be­ 
fore his death and against the wishes 
of his phy sician the trip was arrang­ 
ed. 
The doctor said he probably 
would not be able to stand the jour­ 
ney . 
Soon after leaving Denver Smaltz’s 
condition became serious and steadily 
he became weaker. 
His death occur­ 
red on the train between Logansport 
and Indianapolis. The body was per­ 
mitted to remain in the Pullman car 
and was brought to Crothersville. In 
the meantime Kovenor’s undertaking 
establishment at Crothersville was 
notified and arrangements were made 
to take charge of the body there.

Never was money sO 
plentiful as during the war and these 
basket merchants reaped a rich har­ 
vest. 
They plied their vocation night 
and day, keeping a close schedule of 
the approach of soldier trains. It was 
a laudable enterprise and homes were 
built and many made happy by the 
proceeds.
